Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  10  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified 
during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough.  There  were  3  cases  of  Whooping  Cough 
notified  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the 
year  maintaining  a  clear  record  over  the  past  17  years. 

Pneumonia.  There  were  no  cases  of  acute  primary  pneu¬ 
monia  during  the  year. 

Measles.  There  were  96  cases  of  Measles  notified  during 
the  year. 

Poliomyelitis.  There  were  no  cases  of  this  disease  during 
the  year. 

Food  Poisoning.  There  were  no  cases  reported  during  the 
year. 

Meningococcal  Infection.  There  were  no  cases  of  this 
disease  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis.  Four  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Two  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  Two  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Other.  No  deaths  were  attributable  to  the  disease. 
Treatment  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Region  Hospital  Board, 
and  Orrell  cases  attend  the  Chest  Clinic,  Millgate,  Wigan. 

Cancer.  There  were  21  deaths  attributable  to  Cancer.  Facil¬ 
ities  for  Radium  Treatment  for  Orrell  residents  is  available  at 
the  Radium  Institute,  Manchester,  and  at  Wigan  Infirmary, 
which,  for  this  purpose  is  a  sub-clinic  of  the  Manchester 
centre.

1.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Sewerage  and  Drainage 

A  major  problem  in  the  lack  of  adequate  main  sewers  in 
the  district,  the  present  sewage  system  was  constructed  in 
the  late  1890's  and  has  outlived  its  usefulness.  This  has  created 
a  number  of  pollution  problems  especially  in  the  Gathurst 
Valley  area. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  properties  served  by  septic 
tank  drainage,  these  do  occasionally  cause  minor  pollutions 
in  themselves  and  will  be  incorporated  in  the  new  sewage 
system. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Department  has  been 
called  on  numerous  occasions  to  advise  on  repair  of  existing 
and  new  drainage  systems. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  coming  year  will  see  a  final  comprehen¬ 
sive  scheme,  for  renewing  the  main  sewers  in  the  district 
enabling  further  development  to  take  place. 
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Water  Supply 


The  Makerfield  Water  Board  have  continued  maintaining 
a  fairly  high  quality  in  the  water  supply. 

The  sources  of  supply  to  the  area  are  from  the  following  : 

1.  Underground  (Leigh) 

2.  Surface  (Standish) 

3.  Lake  District  (via  Manchester  Corporation  W.W.) 

4.  Rivington  (via  Liverpool  Corporation  W.W.) 

The  quality  of  water  available  is  checked  by  both  the 
Makerfieid  Water  Board  and  the  local  authority. 

Housing  development  has  made  it  necessary  for  the  Board 
to  carry  out  extensions  to  water  mains. 

With  the  increasing  demand  for  Improvement  Grants,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  lay  new  mains  to  older  properties,  especially 
where  common  service  pipes  are  in  use.

Vandalism,  an  increasing  problem  makes  it  more  difficult 
to  maintain  satisfactory  standards  of  cleanliness  in  the  Coun¬ 
cil's  public  conveniences. 

Schools 

All  schools  are  visited  in  connection  with  methods  of  refuse 
collection  and  disposal,  infectious  disease  enquiries,  pest  con¬ 
trol  and  toilet  accommodation. 

The  standard  of  amenities  is  improving  with  all  schools 
having  readily  available  hot  and  cold  washing  facilities  and 
most  schools  have  indoor  toilets.  The  advantages  of  these 
latter  is  not  only  the  added  comfort  but  the  protection  afforded 
to  flushing  apparatus  from  frost  damage. 

Co-operation  with  the  Schools  Meals  Service  ensures  that 
the  production  and  handling  of  food  is  well  supervised. 

Caravans 

One  caravan  is  permanently  occupied  at  Sefton  Farm, 
Sefton  Road,  the  occupant  is  on  the  casual  vacancy  list  for 
re-housing  at  Station  Avenue. 

A  family  of  itinerant  travellers,  who  camped  at  Molyneux's 
Yard  were  moved  on,  following  complaints  made  by  residents 
in  the  area. 

The  problem  of  "Gypsies  and  other  Travellers"  is  one  to  be 
discussed  at  a  forthcoming  one-day  conference  organised  by 
the  Association  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  London. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  issued  a 
report  on  the  12th  October,  1967,  to'  assist  local  authorities  who 
are  engaged  in  establishing  caravan  sites  for  the  travelling 
community. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


It  is  unfortunate  that  the  authority  have  no  designated 
smoke  control  areas,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  domestic  proper¬ 
ties  are  responsible  for  90  T>  of  todays  pollution.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  the  near  future  it  will  be  possible  to  programme  appro¬ 
priate  areas  for  action  under  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act,  1956. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  prime  purpose  of  this  Act  is  to  safeguard  and  improve 
the  health,  safety  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  in  offices, 
shops  and  other  premises.  Her  Majesty's  Inspector  of  Factories 
is  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  this  Act  in  crown  prop¬ 
erties,  fire  authorities  are  responsible  for  aspects  of  fire 
prevention  and  the  local  authority  is  responsible  for  the  en¬ 
forcement  in  all  other  premises. 

Whilst  initially  in  earlier  days  there  were  many  difficulties 
in  enforcing  this  legislation,  it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  employers 
and  owners  of  properties  in  the  district  have  been  only  too 
willing  to  co-operate  and  raise  the  standards  of  their  premises 
in  order  to  comply  with  the  legal  requirements. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORK  PLACES 

Factories  and  their  sanitary  supervision  are  an  important 
part  of  a  Public  Health  Inspector's  duties.  Most  permanent 
factories  have  adequate  sanitary  facilities  although  occasionally 
neglect  of  cleanliness  and  maintenance  creeps  in  and  the  toilets 
are  found  in  unsatisfactory  condition.  Proper  ventilation  is 
sometimes  lacking  and  the  risk  of  staff  working  in  offensive 
odours  is  found.  Remedial  measures  either  by  re-design  or 
approaches  or  by  improved  natural  or  artificial  ventilation  are 
suggested  and  attention  paid  to  adequate  washing  arrange¬ 
ments. 

"Factories"  now  include  building  and  civil  engineering  sites 
which  pose  serious  problems.  Farm  workers'  needs  are  met 
under  the  Health  and  Welfare  regulation  now  in  force. 

Employees  of  all  grades  should  now  enjoy  amenities 
comparable  with  their  own  home  standards. 

Access  to  proper  canteen  facilities  with  protection  of 
cooking  and  washing  accommodation  is  still  a  crying  need 
for  many  manual  workers. 

Visits  include  attention  to  refuse  arrangements,  pest  con¬ 
trol,  and  sufficiency  and  suitability  of  water  supply.  The 
supervision  of  factories  remains  a  basic  duty  of  concern  to 
local  authorities  and  their  staff.

RODENT  AND  PEST  CONTROL 

The  supervision  of  rodent  and  pest  control  from  our 
environment  is  a  duty  constantly  requiring  review.  In  certain 
parts  of  the  country  rodents  have  developed  a  resistance  to 
warfarin,  and  it  is  only  with  the  help  of  research  departments 
and  constant  care  in  the  use  of  poisons  and  insecticides  can 
problems  of  this  nature  be  overcome. 

The  twice  yearly  meetings  with  the  South  West  Lancashire 
Advisory  Committee  on  pest  control  is  attended  by  your  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  Committee  Chairman. 

It  is  pleasing  to  see  there  have  been  no  serious  rodent  or 
pest  problems  during  the  year  and  routine  treatments  have 
continued  at  points  likely  to  be  the  source  of  infestations

FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 

Routine  inspections  of  food  premises  and  mobile  shops 
have  continued  during  the  year. 

The  basic  aims  of  these  visits  are  to  ensure  that  : 

(i)  The  premises,  etc.,  are  suitably  equipped  and  satisfactory, 
and  comply  with  the  appropriate  food  hygiene  legislation 

(i))  The  personnel  employed  in  the  handling  of  food  observe 
good  hygienic  practices. 

(iii)  The  food  on  sale  is  wholesome  and  fit  for  human  con¬ 
sumption. 

Education  of  the  food  trader  and  his  staff  in  the  observance 
of  the  principals  and  practice  of  food  hygiene  is  an  arduous 
one  which  requires  constant  attention,  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  during  the  year  every  co-operation  was  given  to  your 
Inspector  in  carrying  out  his  duties  in  connection  with  food 
premises. 

The  housewife  can  help  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  by  patronising  premises  where  food  is  dealt  with 
hygienically.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Eagle  Crushload  compression  vehicles  purchased  in 
November,  1966,  have  worked  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 
There  have  been  improvements  in  a  more  frequent  collection 
of  refuse  from  premises  in  the  district. 

Paper  sacks  are  in  use  in  the  new  local  authority  owned 
house  have  proved  satisfactory. 

The  urban  district  has  no  further  tipping  sites  available. 
This  situation  has  been  relieved  by  an  agreement  with  the 
Billinge-and-Winstanley  Urban  District  Council  for  the  use  of 
their  tip  at  Crookhurst  Quarry.  This  agreement  is  at  present 
for  a  period  of  five  years.

If  we  are  to  cope  with  the  increasing  amount  of  refuse  due 
to  both  the  changing  characteristics,  increase  in  volume  and  the 
expansion  of  the  district;  consideration  must  be  given  to 
increase  the  labour  force  employed  on  refuse  scavenging.

HOUSING 

The  local  authority  erected  twenty-one  dwellings  during 
the  year,  nine  houses  and  twelve  flats,  bringing  the  authority's 
stock  of  dwellings  existing  in  the  district  at  the  end  of  the  year 
to  1,013. 

Surveys  of  unfit  and  potentially  unfit  dwellings  have  con¬ 
tinued  although  much  of  the  older  stock  of  houses  are  capable 
of  improvement. 

The  lack  of  sufficient  financial  incentives  to  landlords  to 
improve  and  repair  their  properties  continues,  although  some 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  Standard  Grants  available  and 
improved  their  properties. 

I  think  the  Council  should  consider  a  change  of  policy  and 
make  available  Discretionary  Grants  under  the  House  Purchase 
and  Housing  Act,  1959,  in  an  endeavour  to  secure  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  dwelling  to  a  higher  standard 

A  potential  clearance  area  exists  in  the  Brook  Lane  Area 
involving  some  forty  dwellings,  all  of  these  properties  have 
been  surveyed,  the  majority  being  in  my  opinion  unfit  for 
human  habitation.  This  area  cleared  could  provide  a  useful  site 
for  local  authority  dwellings. 


Rent  Act,  1957 

One  application  was  received  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair. 
The  appropriate  undertaking  was  given  by  the  landlord  and  the 
work  carried  out. 

Fewer  people  are  availing  themselves  of  the  repair  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Act.
